Inpran Carvectry aed Fortirupe. 


From voyages and travels of an Indian interpreter 
and trader-—a late publication. 


** C}OME years ago,’ fays our autner, ‘* the 

Shawano Indians being obliged io remove 
from their habitations, in their way took a Mui- 
kohga warrior, knowa by the mame of Old Scra- 
ry, prifoner,, ‘Yney baftinadoed him teverely, 
and condemned him to the fiery torture: He un- 
derwent a great deal withou. thewing any con- 
cern; his countenance and behaviour were as if 
he fuffered not the leaft pain. He told his perie- 
cutors with a bold voice, that he was a warrior ; 
that he had gained mofl of bis martial reputation 
at the expence of their nation, and was defirous 
of thewing them in the act of dyimg, that he was 
as much their fuperior as when he headed his gal- 


lant countrymen againft them; that although he } 


had fallen into their hands, and forfeited the pro- 

tection of the Divine Power by tome impiety or 

other, whea carrying the holy ark of war againi 

“his devoted enemies, yet he had fo much remain- 

ing virtue as would enable him to punith himfelf 
more exquifitely than ail their defpicably ignorant 

-croud covid do, if they would give him liberty, 

_by watying him, and handing bim one of the red 

hot gun barrels out of the Gre. The propolal, 

and his method of addreis, appeared fo exceed- 

ingly bold and uncommon, that his requeft was 

gramed. Then fuddenly feizing one cad of the

As_foon as he 
had lighted it he fat down, naked as he was, on 
the warriors barning torches that were within his 


circle, and continued fmoking his pipe without 


the leaft difcompofure. On this, a head’ warrior 
leaped up, and faid, they faw~ plain enough that 
he was a warrior, and not afraid of dying; nor 
fhould he have died, only that he was both {poiled 
by the fire, and devoted to it by their laws : How- 
ever, chough he was a very dangerous enemy, 
and his nation a treacherous people, it fhould be 
feen that they paid a regard to bravery, even in 
one who was marked with war ftreaks at the coit 
of many of the lives of their beloved kindred ; 
and then, by way of favour, he with his friendly 
omahawk inftantly put an end to all bis pains.”

ing the horrid deed, they were fworn, and the 
murderers went in the cabia and fat down the ret 
of the night, eating and dringing. he next 
day they divided the Captain's aad Mate’s cloaths 
& money, & brought upon deck a watch & Glver 
buckies which were fold at vendue. Oj. Ihuriday 
the 22 ithey difcovered the land, got inte the boats, 
and endeavoured to fcuttle the veffel, this they 
could not Jo for want of tools; they made the 
woman drink a mixture of ram, ‘ugar and turpea- 
tine, which intoxicated her fo that ihe fell afl ep 5 
in the mean while, feeing a fchooaer coming to- 
wards them, they rowed athore, leaving tne vef- 
fel with all her fails hoifted, and towards aight 
arrived at Porcimoath. On the next day they lets 
the boat and made their way to Wathingtoa.— 
The old French failor and the cook, refluied to 
follow them, and afterthey were gone, gave ine 
formation againit chem. They were parfued and 
brought to Wathington, where they were exami- 
ned by John G. Bioant, and William Farris, 
Eiquires, whocommuted them, and on the next 
day feat them to tuis cown under a throng guard,
